Losses paid by Insurance companies 
or flrcs in Massachusetts were less 
ast year than for any year during 
ho last decade, in proportion to the 
>r«miuois 'received, according to the 
annual report of Commissioner Frank 
H. Hardlson, published today. 


The losses paid last year amounted to 


$10,737.631, which was 37.06 per cent 
of the premiums 
collected; 
In 
1917 


the percentage was 43.07, in 1010 It was 
45.84, and in 1916 it was SS.99. 


Notwithstanding this showing, how- 


ever, Commissioner Hardlson 
reports 


that it la not yet sate 
to

that insurance rales 
In

state 


should be, reduced, but he hints rather 
broadly that the companies mtglit well 
remove the Bo-called "surcharge" of 
ten per cent which they have Imposed 
since tho era of high prices began. 


In his report, tho commissioner says

Inspector Masters says tho reason 


evident—the producers aro beln? 


jiicketi-up by tho distributors, who, in 


number of instances, have threaten- 


ed lo withdraw their patronage if the 
quality of the milk Is not maintained 
uniformly high. 
The milk inspector 


also says that his warning statement 
of a week or so ago, which contained 
suggestions of prosecution unless pro- 
ducers raised the quality of their milk 


having iis effect. 
Samples of milk from 
distributor 1 


are taken dally, but it is only in re- 
mote instances that producers come 
to tho laboratory In the city hali tow- 
er to have tests 
made of samples. 


Farmers who .ire operating extensivi 
and scientific produce businesses oc 
caslonally bring milk for testing, bu 
the general run of producers neve 
bother to submit samples. 


Inspector Master said this morn 


Ing that the legal 20 days' notice ha 
been served on several producers an 
if at the expiration their milk test 
below standard In both total solid 
and buter fat, prosecutions will sure 
ly follow. 
He does not believe, hon 


ever, that 
the slate law govcrnin 


the quality of milk works In all fair 
ness toward producer and distribute 
alike. 
The producer is allowed a 2 


days' notice to bring his milk up 
standard, while the distributor, wh 
has to retail whatever milk he 
obtain, is not allowed tho 20 day 
leeway. 
Furthermore, If at tho c 


plration of the probationary period 
test of a. producer's milk shows It 
be above the legal requirement 
percentage of butter fat, but below i 
total solids, no prosecution Is possibl 
for the law reads "below the reqv 
menu In both butter fat and solids." 


Tho local Inspector feels that Low- 


ell milk will be of a universally high 
grade within a short time and it will 
be due to the efforts of the distrib- 
utors, who are demanding from the 
producer a higher lest article.

The bad weather of lasl evening 


doubtless prevented a much larger 
number of Lowell men and women at- 
tending tho lecture given in Colonial 
hall by Miss Mary Boyle O'Reilly ol 
Boston, under tho auspices of and Joi 
the benefit of the Lowell Children's 
home, 
;:i:s O'Heilly, daughter of the fa- 


mous Irish poet, herself a college wo- 
man, author, war correspondent and 
traveler, is apt lo he found where ex- 
citement reigns and there 
arc op- 


pressed people to be aidtd and thus, to 
her friends at least, H was not unex- 
pected that 
when tho Huns started 


lo burn Ix>uva!n, the Boston woman 
was the only person not a citizen ol 
Louvain, to be found In that- doomed 
city. 


Her war story last night was not 


Intended lo go deeply Into the causes 
of the war, though she did Intimate 
lh.it U seemed to be obvious that many 
years ago when the kaiser's Instruc- 
tor In history pointed out on maps 
how dominion of Europe and later 
world dominion, could be won by a 
strong German army in 12 days. It 
went "to the German boy's head" ana 
he was "a victim of tho bad dream un- 
til he woke up at Amerongen castle. 


Hiss O'Reilly's story was typically 


a woman's story, but even as such, 
far more ir.taresting than that told 
by most of the war lecturers who have 
visited-Lowell. -She spoke of the Ger- 
man"1' hordes overrunning' one village 
In Belgium where she was doing relief 
work and of one young German off! 
cor, better bred and more decent than 
most of the Germans, who came to 
her and Bald In good English, "I am 
sorry as I can be not to have been 
abla to visit the United States before 
we went Into this war. 
I have al- 


ways wondered what was meant by the 
lines of your national song which 
starts 'Mine eyes have seen the glory 


, of the coming of the Lord." 
Do you 


! know exactly what is meant?" 


To this Miss O'Reilly Bald she hid 


been compeUd to say, "I don't th'nk 
any of our people are quite sure what 
the- opening lines of this song of ours 


1 means, but we get nearer to knowing 


every day and when we finally do 
know, you may live to seo thousands 
of American soldiers swarming over 
northern France and into your coun- 
try crushing and killing your men 
and making the Gorman go back and 
live as he ought to have sense enough 
to live." 


It is plain to see that Miss O'Reilly 


Is a. very great admirer of the Bel- 
gian people among whom she did so 
much relief work. She tells a story of 
the first days of the war back in 15U 
which concerns the refugees fleeing 
from the farthest our frontiers. 
One 


day she saw a strange spectacle in 
the form of a dilapidated looking old 
Belgian '" hay- wago'n going along the 
road.' 
Ens recognized Its driver as 


being a rabbi she had known in Brus- 
sels. 
His "load" she noted consisted 


of a: number of veiled women—nuns, 


, she later saw they were. 
It struck 


her as curious that a Jew should be 
thus 
forced 
by the vicissitudes of 


war, to tie acting as escort and guard- 
. Ian for a group of women from a Cath- 


olic sisterhood. 
The rabbi stopped 


and talked a moment with his friend. 
Miss O'Reilly; and perhaps .antlclpat-

Ing the curiosity that was In her mind, 
he said: 


"This seems to have all come aboul 


• quite simply. 
As soon as I saw the 


1 streams of refugees going down past 


my home It occurred to me that over 
In a certain little town in the path 
of the German army, was an abby ot 
cloistered 
nuns and that they would 


not 
know of the approach 
of the 


armies, perhaps not even that war was 
declared, until the German 
officers 


thundered at the abby doors. 
So it 


seemed to me It was clearly my duij 
to get some kind of a vehicle and go 
and bring the nung away. 
So I did 


the best I could. . I went to the abby 
and told the abbess that soon the 
livca of she and her flock- might be 
menaced by the BOldinrs of the enemy. 
I saw in her face that It was a new 
and strange idea to her—would be In 
fact to her women Viving cloistered 
lives ever since they wcro girls—-that 
a Jew should come to try and tako 
them away with him. but I had inly 
to remind them- that all their Jives 
they had been worshipping the kindest 
Man in the world has ever known 
and it so happened that he. too, was a 
Jew, so they gathered a few scanty 
things together and 
came 
readily 


enough to my wagon filled with hay, 
and we hope by the loving help Dl 
"that great Jew of whom I reminded 
them, that we shall reach a placo o! 
safety."
